CABLE was a stakes winner. He won 
at distances up to 144 miles. At two he 
won the Albany Handicap in 1:10 3/5 
but was disqualified. At three he won 
the Yankee Handicap in 1:57 3/5 for 
1 3/16, fastest time of the year at Suf- 
folk Downs. He was retired to the stud 
in 1949. From his first crop came seven 
winners—winners like Spool (5 wins), 
Patio Patter (7 wins), Cable Bug (4), 
Cable Maid (2), Vie (3), Sly Wink, and 
Counsellor Eli. From Cable’s second 
crop—2-year-olds of 1953—are the five 
winners Two-twenty (3), Cable Jack 
(4), Cyrus, Able Ladd, and War Cable. 

Cable offers one of the strongest 
pedigrees in the book. He is a son of 
War Admiral and out of the dam of two 
stakes winners Miss Brief, by *Sickle. 
War Admiral’s son are proving a real 
success at stud. They include horses like 
War Jeep, Grand Admiral, Mr. Busher. 
Miss Brief is also dam of the brilliant 
filly Ocean Brief. The second dam, Or- 
monda, is also dam of Dustwhirl, the 
dam of Reaping Reward, Whirlaway, 
ete.

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Rejected’s Hard-Way Victory 
In the Santa Anita Handicap 


Los ANGELEs 

Rejected, a brown son of Revoked—By 
Line with a name borrowed from the 
language of the Fourth Estate, won the 
17th running of the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap with the greatest come-from-behind 
finish in the history of the big race. 

Last at the start, last as the field went 
by the stands the first time, and last at 
the half-mile-pole. Rejected went outside 
every horse in the race, caught Imbros 
inside the last sixteenth. and won by a 
length and a quarter in 2:00%% for a mile 
and a quarter. He probably shaded 24 
seconds for that steaming last quarter. 
the pay-off punch that produced a victory 
worth $105,900. 

It was a sweet triumph for Buddy 
Hirsch, who in his early forties is recog- 
nized as one of the outstanding trainers 
in the country. Two years ago Hirsch 
finished first with Intent. but lost the race 
on a disqualification. This was one he 
could keep. 

Buddy has now saddled the winners of 
five $100.000 stakes, which is a nice col- 
lection. He has won two with Rejected, 
two with Intent and one with Curandero. 
a son of Ciencia, only filly to win the 
Santa Anita Derby. 

Less than a year ago Rejected won an 
$8.000 claiming race at Tanforan. “I used 
a little psychology.” Buddy explained. 
“Hollywood Park was the next track sched- 
uled to open—but a strike was on. and no 
one was claiming horses. Still. it was a 
hig chance and I guess I was lucky no 
one took Rejected.” 

Anyway, since that claiming race. Re- 
jected has won the Westerner at Holly- 
wood Park and the Santa Anita Handicap. 
During his racing career. he has scored 
six triumphs, and all have been for differ- 
ent riders, 

Willie Shoemaker. who wins more races 
than any other jockey. booted Rejected 
to his victory in the Santa Anita. 

“At the half-mile-post I was so far back 
I couldn’t even see the leaders.” Willie 
said later. “When I started to move, an- 
other horse—I think it was Laffango— 
came over and knocked Rejected off stride. 
We had no choice but to go on the out- 
side. where we lost all that ground. and

at the quarter-pole we were still ten 
lengths behind Imbros. I was sure we 
weren't going to make it, At the eighth- 
pole. I still didn’t think we would win, but 
at the sixteenth-pole. well, I finally knew 
we had it.” 


SPRINTER’S SPEED. Rejected’s time 
for the mile and one quarter was the sec- 
ond-fastest in the history of the race. Only 
*Noor. when he won in 2:00 flat in 1950. 
took the Santa Anita Handicap in faster 
time. The fractions of the race were siz- 
zling. and the horse responsible was 
Imbros. champion sprinter of California 
racing. 

He streaked from the gate to run the 
first quarter in :2224 and the half in 
:4534. and stopped watches at 1:0944 for 
six furlongs. His fractional time for the 
mile was 1:34345. compared to Joe Jones’ 
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track record of 1:35. Imbros just failed to 
last after fighting off challengers right 
down to the wire. It was certainly one of 
the greatest races he has ever run. 

His owner, Andy Crevolin, was posi- 
tively prophetic in the paddock before the 
race. He greeted Buddy Hirsch with a 
handshake and said, “Will you please let 
me be second?” 


DETERMINE. Every man is entitled to 
change his plans occasionally, and Cre- 
volin and trainer Willie Molter have called 
for a change in plans for their Santa Anita 
Derby winner, Determine. The little gray 
colt is not going to Gulfstream Park for 
the Florida Derby, but he very definitely 
is going to Louisville soon for the Ken- 
tucky Derby. 

After the close of Santa Anita, Deter- 
mine will be shipped to Bay Meadows, 
where he will run in the one-mile Peter 
Clark Handicap on April 3. On April 17, 
Determine and a_ stablemate, probably 
Allied, will leave by air for Louisville. 
Determine is slated to start in the Derby 
Trial and the Kentucky Derby. If the 
present plan holds that long, he will then 
move to Baltimore for the Preakness be- 
fore returning to Hollywood Park. 

Two other colts with Derby ambitions 
soon will be leaving Santa Anita for Ken- 
tucky, They are Llangollen Farm’s Por- 
terhouse. which looked positively terrific 
in winning his first and only start of the 
season. and. Calumet Farm’s Duke’s Lea, 
which was second to Determine in the 
Derby. 

Few colts ever have won as easily and 
as impressively as did Porterhouse. Bill 
Boland calmly took him back at the start, 
eased away from the rail and then let 
him run a little—just a litth——around the 
turn. He went to the front under wraps 
to win in 1:0914 in his first start in four 
months. He will be a sharp horse by the 
time he reaches Kentucky. 


THE CALUMETS, Mrs. Gene Markey 
and trainers Ben and Jimmy Jones have 
decided. after a conference, to split the 
Calumet stable into two divisions, as usual. 
Ben will invade Kentucky with a small 
string headed by Duke’s Lea. while Jimmy 
remains in California to campaign at Bay 
Meadows and then Hollywood Park with 
a stable 35 strong. 

Jimmy hopes to have Mark-Ye-Well and 
Fleet Bird ready for the Hollywood Gold 
Cup and other handicaps, while Arrogate 
will be the main reliance for the famous 
devil red and blue silks in the Westerner. 
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HBPA Approves Gushen’s Policies

The most significant accomplishment of 
the annual convention of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association, 
which ended here last week, was a re- 
affirmation of faith in the policies and 
principles of the organization’s president. 
54-year-old Irving Gushen. 

When the convention opened Sunday. 
February 21, there was mild tension and 
an undercurrent of suspicion that the two- 
day session would be stormy, that unnat- 
ural conflicts within the organization’s 
leadership would make unanimity im- 
possible. There even were reports that 
the HBPA’s hard-working president would 
resign. 

None of this came to pass. There were 
no discernible tempers, Gushen was given 
a standing vote of confidence, and any ill 
feelings the delegates might have brought 
with them were discreetly left in their 
hotel rooms. 

When the convention ended, Gushen 
could say that “this is the finest organiza- 
tion in the world.” Then he and his wife 
packed their belongings and moved from 
their hotel near Hialeah to another in 
Miami Beach, where they intended to 
spend a few restful days before returning 
home. 

The trouble which seemed to threaten 
the horsemen’s organization (and which 
apparently had been bothering it for 
several months) had to do with last fall’s 
purse negotiations with Santa Anita Park. 
After negotiations between Santa Anita 
and the local purse committee apparently 
had broken down, or failed to get started, 
Gushen flew to Los Angeles to see what 
he could do. He and Dr. Charles Strub. 


in surprisingly quick order, agreed to a

$3,100,000 purse schedule for the winter 
meeting. Horsemen were glad enough for 
the contract (although there were those 
who feared it would be below the HBPA’s 
previous demands for a straight 40 per 
cent), but serious questions were raised 
as to Gushen’s procedures and there was 
some resentment that he had negotiated 
with Dr. Strub before informing the Cali- 
fornia division of the fact. 

Although the HBPA tried to smother 
the fire. there ,was some criticism of 
Gushen’s procedure in the affair. A subse- 
quent endorsement of Gushen by the board 
of directors (agreed to by all but national 
counsel C, Ray Robinson, now resigned) 
helped to keep down dissension, but it 
was not until the convention here last week 
that the HBPA was able to pull itself to- 
gether and lay at rest the fears that it 
was splitting. 


THE LAST TIME. In an unprepared 
speech late Sunday (February 21), Gush- 
en announced he would not be -a candi- 
date for another term as president, and 
this was-the last time he ever would ad- 
dress a national convention. Since his 
election last July. he has given 80 per 
cent of his time—his wife said later it 
was more like 95 per cent—to work which 
he believed was in the best interests of 
racing. 

He said it was the duty of the president 
“to cement relationships with other or- 
ganizations across the bargaining table.” 
The HBPA should work harmoniously with 
all segments of the racing industry. 

“But unfortunately.” he said, “there are 
some members of the HBPA who believe

that if a national president is seen talking 
to a track president he is a traitor.” And 
some HBPA members believe the presi- 
dent should not be “on speaking terms” 
with management. 


Gushen said he promised himself when 
he took office that the HBPA would not be 
run as a “waterfront longshoremen’s 
union.” The HBPA cannot rely on “fear. 
force, and intimidation.” Its strength must 
be in the respect it merits from those out- 
side the organization. 


It was his judgment that purse negotia- 
tions should be carried on “without name- 
calling, without resorting to the press, and 
without washing our linens in public.” 


The least that the membership could 
do (for the men who freely give their time 
and labor) is to “stop the whispering cam- 
paign against them.” Differences of opin- 
ion are vital to a democratic organization, 
“but let a man criticize openly, not by 
whispering into somebody’s ear.” 

Then, in a voice heavy with emotion. 
Gushen said, “In all of the almost 55 
years of my life, I have never had the 
grief I’ve had in the last few months.” 

When Gushen’s speech was done, Joseph 
Kohout, an HBPA vice president, arose to 


tell the convention he had been deeply: 


moved by what he had heard. He admitted 
that perhaps he was responsible for some 
of Gushen’s opposition, because of a crit- 
ical letter he had written to some of the 
other vice presidents. He said his letter 
was meant for constructive criticism, “but 
sometimes constructive criticism shields 
the truth.” 

“T tell you tonight, I am sold on Irving 
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Gushen’s integrity,” Kohout said. 
The result was a standing vote of con- 
fidence in the president. 


RESOLUTIONS. Other sessions of the 
convention were not so dramatic. The del- 
egates adopted several amendments to the 
HBPA constitution, passed two principal 
resolutions, approved a financial report, 
and heard a full round of speeches from 
men representing other organizations in 
racing. The convention resolved to— 

1. Attempt to protect divisional officers 
engaged in purse negotiations from being 
denied stall space at tracks with which 
they are dealing. “. . . any president, sec- 
retary-treasurer, or committeeman whose 
horses screen, and who is in good standing, 
shall be allotted stalls in any area where 
he intends to race, or a written reason for 
denial be sent to the national president 
by the track manager who is responsible 
for denying the stalls.” A copy of this reso- 
lution will be sent to each track manager 
and secretary in the U. S, and Canada. 

2. Urge adoption of the universal horse 
identification system (developed by Dr. 
James Manning, of New York City) where- 
by horses are identified by photographs of 
their chestnuts and the identifying char- 
acteristics are tabulated on an IBM ma.- 
chine. 


AMENDMENTS. Among the amend- 
ments which the convention passed was 
one setting policy on handling purse dis- 
putes. In the future, the president, after 
his election in July. shall appoint a Na- 
tional Purse Committee. The membership 
will include the president, the chairman 
of the board of directors. the presidential 
adviser, the general counsel, and four 
other directors. This committee will con- 
sider purse schedules referred to it by 
divisional offices. may aprove or disap- 
prove of the suggested schedules. In either 
ease. the local division will be the final 
judge of the purse schedule: but. should 


the division rule against the national com- 
mittee, it must file a formal report with 
the national board of directors. Although 
the board of directors and the National 
Purse Committee would have no control 
over the ultimate decision, this chain of 
communications should provide a kind of 
check and balance. 


A second amendment provides that the 
secretary-treasurer of the divisional com- 
mittee must have been a member of the 
HBPA for three years. either as an owner 
or trainer, 


Two proposed amendments were de- 
feated, one providing for election of the 
president by national ballot (he now is 
elected by the board of directors. which is 
elected by the members at large in each 
division), and another providing for a 
National Fire and Catastrophe Fund. to 
which owners would contribute 1 per cent 
of each winning purse, not to exceed $25, 
of which the division and the fund would 
divide all in excess of $15. 


The first of these, reported unfavorably 
by committee, was spoken for by Harold 
Simmons and Tommy Root, both from the 
Florida division. Opposition to the meas- 
ure was carried by Dr. Harry Lindy, of 
Michigan. 

Dr. Lindy asked two questions: What 
would happen if a division came up with 
a favorite son, collected huge sums of 
money to conduct a campaign? And 
wouldn’t it destroy the HBPA if a power- 
ful race track found an easy stooge in 
HBPA ranks and spent large sums to get 
him elected president? Dr. Lindy thought 
the present method of electing presidents 
was the safest, assured the most qualified 
man, 

Simmons thought that an 1l-man board 
of directors should not hold the proxies 
of 16.000 HBPA members. and Root 
thought that HBPA members were smart 
enough not to be taken in by an unethical

election campaign sponsored by outside 
interests. 


FINANCES. A report from Frank E. M. 
South, of Boston, the executive secretary 
and treasurer, stated that, according to 
statistics compiled by his office on 88 race 
tracks, the national average purse distri- 
bution in 1953 was 45.04 per cent of the 
tracks’ share of mutuel pools. This was 
up from 43.32 per cent for 1952. 

For the third straight year, the HBPA 
in 1953 disbursed more than $100,000 in 
benevolence. The amount paid out last 
year for deaths, hospitals and doctors, 
flowers. loans, and assistance, was $115,- 
115.41. 

Total disbursements for all divisions 
last year was $384,286.04. Total receipts 
were $445,731.01. 


SPEECHES. Among the speakers at the 
Sunday afternoon session, the only one 
open to non-members, were Hunter Lyons, 
representing Florida’s acting governor, 
Charles Johns; Robert O. Read, former 
president of the HBPA and now chairman 
of the board of directors; Ike Bassett, cen- 
tral section manager of the Jockeys Guild: 
Marshall Cassidy, executive secretary of 
The Jockey Club; Dr. K.°R. <Darbyshire. 
president of the Canadian division; John 
Manfuso. adviser to Gushen; and George 
Swinebroad, president of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America. 

Lyons said the governor wished it known 
that he was “100 per cent behind racing 
and the HBPA.” 

Darbyshire said the Canadian division 
was becoming more active each year, 
pledged his co-operation in all HBPA 
projects. 

Bassett hoped the HBPA would endorse 
the Guild’s “new escalator scale,” a slight

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revision of fees paid to jockeys. He said 
it was the Guild’s wish to make fees uni- 
form over the U. S. (The new scale carries 
increases of as much as $12 for winning 
mounts, does not change the fees for sec- 
ond and third finishers, and provides for 
increases up to $4 for losing mounts, There 
is no change in fees on purses over 
$1,800.) 

Manfuso spoke of increased acceptance 
of the HBPA from The Jockey Club and 
other racing groups. There was a day, he 
said, when the HBPA was short on pres- 
tige, but that time has passed. Racing’s 
greatest vulnerability was on “the political 
front.” Everyone in racing must stick to- 
gether for the good of the sport, must real- 
ize that individual interests should be 
“subservient to the industry as a whole.” 

Following are excerpts from the other 
addresses, 


READ ON IDENTIFICATION: I feel 
very grateful for the opportunity of speak- 
ing for a few minutes on a most important 
aspect of racing, the identification of 
Thoroughbreds. No one has a _ greater 
stake in racing than the horsemen, and I 
think that the time is overdue when we 
should speak out on this subject and make 
known our observations and beliefs. 

Let me say that my remarks should not 
be construed as being aimed against the 
lip-tattoo of horses, but I do think that 
certain weaknesses of that system should 
be pointed out. lest some day soon a critic 
outside of racing bring them to our at- 
tention. 

I do hope as a result of this talk that 
attention will be called to the fact that 
the racing industry in general is oper- 
ating without a positive system of identifi- 
cation. It is difficult to believe that the 
racing industry, which has always been 
alert to adopt the latest scientific advances, 
has, in the matter of horse identification, 
with the exception of New York, Cali- 
fornia, and a few small tracks. been slow 
io adopt the positive system of horse 
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identification announced last summer at 
Saratoga. 

At the outset, we should note that the 
world-wide method of positive identifica- 
tion of humans is by means of their finger- 
prints. . . . I mention fingerprint identifi- 
cation because there is a striking similarity 
between it and the identification of Thor- 
oughbreds by means of their chestnuts, or 
night-eyes, and their other natural or 
inherent marks. . . . 

A little over two years ago, Dr. James 
J. Manning. chief physicist of the New 
York City police department crime labor- 
atory, undertook to conduct a research to 
determine whether a Thoroughbred could 
be positively identified solely through his 
chestnuts. . . . After more than two years 
of research, Dr. Manning announced that 
he had formulated a system of classifica- 
tion. which he named the Universal Horse 
Identification System, and pointed out that 
one of its important features is the fact 
that all body markings, sex, color, and 
the chestnut values can be represented on 
the well known IBM punch card, thus 
enabling an almost immediate positive 
identification of a Thoroughbred out of a 
file of many thousands, 

Dr. Manning stated in his report: “The 
writer feels that this system of positive 
identification and classification of Thor- 
oughbreds through their nature-given 
chestnuts and natural markings. when 
fully appreciated by racing authorities. 
will eventually lead to its adoption on a 
nation-wide. if not international. basis.” 


CASSIDY ON STEWARDS: During the 
past twenty years. we have put our shoul- 
ders together, but perhaps too much as 
separate groups in racing. The racing com- 
missioners got together as the National 
Association of State Racing Commission- 
ers; the track managements formed the 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations of the 
United States; the jockeys, the Jockeys 
Guild: the trainers, the American Train- 
ers Association; the breeders. the Amer- 
ican Thoroughbred Breeders Association: 
the press. the Turf Writers Association: 
and the horsemen, the Horsemen’s Benev- 
olent and Protective Association. The 
Jockey Club is probably the only organ- 
ization which has no affiliation with any 
single group in racing, but is concerned 
with the interests of all. 

Last July. The Jockey Club held a 
round-table conference which had for its 
objective the education of all racing people 
concerning the problems of each group. 
We feel that a great deal was accomplished 
at this first meeting. and intend to follow 
it up this spring with a second conference. 


and then schedule either a biennial or 


an annual conference from then on. 
Now I would like to take a few minutes 
to clarify the suggestion of Alfred Van- 
derbilt that some central national body 
may provide stewards for all the major 
tracks in the country. The Jockey Club 
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is the only group in racing which could 
provide this service, and it has agreed to 
accept the task if requested. 

I would like to explain how this could 
be accomplished successfully. In the first 
place. racing commissions would still ap- 
point such officials as they had in the past, 
and would, of course, have the right of 
approval or rejection of all Jockey Club 
appointees, the same as they presently 
have of all officials appointed by the asso- 
ciations. The pool from which The Jockey 
Club would draw its stewards would con- 
sist of: 

First. a great many of the stewards 
presently serving throughout the country 
who, because of their records of achieve- 
ment and experience over a period of 
years, would be acceptable for such as- 
signments. 

Second. the rather large number of 
stewards who attended The Jockey Club 
School for Officials and who have been 
approved. 

Third. those stewards who have. during 
the past ten years. been trained by The 
Jockey Club. 

All such stewards appointed by The 
Jockey Club would, of course, be investi- 
gated by the TRPB before assignments 
would be made. 

In most cases. the stewards presently 
employed by racing associations would re- 
main on their jobs, with no difference 
other than an elimination of the employer- 
employee relationship between track man- 
agement and themselves. 


SWINEBROAD ON TAXES: I feel... 
that the greatest single source of present 
and potential trouble for the Turf is over- 
taxation. This is not an original discovery 
of mine. but I feel it cannot be over- 
stressed. Racing not only is being taxed 
to the last turn of the screw in almost 
every area. but we now are facing the 
threat of a Federal pari-mutuel tax. There 
is pending in Congress House Bill 2706. 
which would impose a 5 per cent Federal 
tax “in the case of pari-mutuel betting 
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on horse and dog races and other events.” 

It has been shown so clearly that un- 
realistic taxation strangles racing that I 
need not dwell upon the effect that this 
Federal tax would have. You may be sure 
thet it would be imposed on top of the 
State and local taxes that already exist, 
which would result in an 18 to 20 per cent 
take-out. in most states, Anybody who 
thinks racing could survive under a 20 
per cent take-out has a hole in his head. 

. I suggest that you and your friends 
write to your congressman and point out 
the consequences of too-high taxation. 

I would not be in character as a repre- 
sentative from the Hardboot Country if 
I left this meeting without asking for 
something. However. I don’t hesitate to 
make this specific request because it will 
heip the race horse owner as well as the 
breeder. I am asking that you make an 
effort to co-operate with racing secretaries 
by helping fill such filly and mare races 
as are offered. The race track is the prov- 
ing ground for horses of the present gen- 
eration and of future generations. Breed- 
ers know that racing class is a fairly good 
index to breeding class... . 

This is not exactly a one-way street 
either, You all carry mares and fillies in 
your racing stables, and you surely realize 
that they will come much closer to paying 
their way if they don’t always have to 
race against the tougher males. We are 
going to continue our efforts to have more 
races written for fillies and mares. and we 
hope sincerely that you will assist us by 
helping fill these races. 


AN AWARD. The convention, except 
for some quiet hotel-room meetings Tues- 
day morning. ended Monday night at a 
dinner and dance at Mother Leone’s. Fea- 
ture of the dinner was the presentation to 
George D. Widener of the HBPA’s first 
annual award. 

The award to The Jockey Club’s chair- 
man was presented by Gushen, who said. 
“Because this is the first HBPA award. it 
is only fitting that it should be presented 
to the first man in racing.” 

In a brief acceptance speech. Widener 
said the honor was the “most gratifying 
thing that has happened to me in racing.” 


FISKE LOSES APPEAL 


The five-man California Personnel Board 
this week upheld, by a vote of three to 
two. the dismissal of Alfred Fiske as sec- 
retary of the California Horse Racing 
Board. 

Fiske was dismissed in April. 1953, on 
charges that he was insubordinate and 
discourteous, and drank on duty: Fiske 
denied the charges, and demanded a hear- 
ing before the Personnel Board. Bion 
Gregory, special hearing officer for the 
Board, presided over four days of testi- 
mony on the case in December. The trans- 
cript of the testimony then was sent to 
the full board for decision.

The Edges of Texas 


Another new “Texas” race track was 
announced last week. Texas has not per- 
mitted pari-mutuel betting on races since 
1937, but Gateway Park, to be built in 
New Mexico just across the border from 
El Paso, will depend mainly upon Texas 
patronage. So will a proposed $2,000,000 
track at Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, across the 
Rio Grande from Laredo, Texas. 

The corporation which plans the new 
track is the Las Flores Turf Club. Presi- 
dent of the organization is Raleigh S. 
Bolling. of Los Angeles: vice president is 
Roy Warner. also of Los Angeles: and 
secretary-treasurer is Louie Arnett. San 
Antonio lawyer. 

The track will be built in the Mexican 
state of Tamaulipas. whose government 
already has approved the plans. Last week 
Bolling and his two associates flew to 
Mexico City to obtain final approval from 
the Mexican ministries of interior and 
health. 

Bolling said the track will donate a per- 
centage of its profits to charity, He hopes 
to begin construction in March. 

Population of Laredo. Texas, is approx- 
imately 52.000. Nuevo Laredo has about 
35.000 persons. The cities are 150 miles 
from San Antonio. and a day’s drive from 
Houston. 


Replacement at Phoenix 


Plans for’a new $2.500.000 race track in 
Phoenix. Ariz.. were announced last week 
by Walter Cluer. who recently bought 
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Sportsman’s Park in Phoenix (THE BLoop- 
Horse, January 30, page 278). 

Cluer plans to demolish the present 
Sportsman’s Park track after the current 
meeting closes on March 7. He bought 
Sportsman’s Park because of an Arizona 
law which prohibits the construction of a 
new track within a 20-mile radius of any 
existing track, However, the law permits 
any existing track to remodel or rebuild, 
either on the same site, or at a new loca- 
tion. 

The new track will be built in Paradise 
Valley, about 14 miles from Phoenix. 
Plans call for a grandstand and turf club 
with 5,000 seats. and a stable area with 
1.200 stalls. 

Cluer, a Phoenix business man, has bred 
and raced Thoroughbreds for several 
years. Vice-president and general manager 
of the new track will be C, Thad Mullen. 
former secretary of the Arizona State 
Racing Commission. 

Mullen said that the track would become 
the first in the Phoenix area to race four 
days each week. With more racing and 
more modern facilities, he said, he hopes 
to attract several of the larger West Coast 
stables.

Hasty 
Road, the second choice, failed to run within 
twenty pounds of his best form and finished a poor 
fifth, about ten lengths behind the winner. He 
was reported “a trifle sore’ on the way to the 
post. : 
Giant Cracker made: the “pace for the first half- 
mile, with *Turn-to close behind: him and clear 
of the others. When the son of Cosmic Bomb stop- 
ped, he went from first place to last in the nine- 
horse field. *Turn-to faced no serious challenge, 
though Goyamo moved up threateningly in the 
stretch and got within two lengths of him about 
the time the winner swerved out under Moreno’s 
flurry of left-handed whipping. Goyamo changed his 
mind and slowed up, Black Metal and Maharajah 
going past him to take second and third money. 
*Turn-to lengthened his margin to three and a half 
lengths at the finish. 

Eddie Hayward, the winner’s trainer, said the 
race went “just as I expected,” but added that he 
thought Hasty Road would furnish stronger compe- 
tition in the future.

Hastings, *Turn-to was foaled at the Irish National 
Stud and raised at Major Miville’s Ballykeane Stud 
in County Wicklow. As a weanling he was bought 
privately by Claude C. Tanner, who died in April, 
1952, shortly before the colt was brought to A. B. 
Hancock’s Claiborne Farm at Paris, Ky. Mrs. 


Tanner asked that the colt be sold, and he was 
added to the Claiborne consignment to the yearling 
sales at Keeneland in the summer of 1952. H. F. 


“Guggenheim’s Cain Hoy Stable bought him for 


At the Keeneland sales in the summer of 1951 
Guggenheim had bought the *Royal Gem II colt 
Dark Star, which won last year’s Kentucky Derby. 
He now has the favorite for the 1954 Derby. 

Last year *Turn-to won three of his five starts, 
including the Saratoga Special (by disqualification 
of Porterhouse) and the Garden State Stakes. He 
bucked his shins in the Hopeful Stakes, finishing 
third to Artismo and War Piper. This year he had 
scored easy victories in two allowance races before 
the Flamingo. He is not nominated for the Florida 
Derby. 

*Royal Charger, bought last year from the Irish 
National Stud, now stands at Leslie Combs II’: 
Spendthrift Farm, Lexington. *Source Sucree,

1:34%5. 1:47%5). Rejected, last for the first six 
furlongs, began moving up on the outside on 
the turn. At the eighth-pole, he was fourth, seven 
lengths behind Imbros. He continued to gain 
with each stride. and caught Imbros a few yards 
from the finish. Cyclotron, second for most of the 
race. finished third. Time for the race was 2:00%5. 
which means that Rejected ran the last* furlong in 
slightly less than 12 seconds. 

Foaled March 11, 1950, at the Kentucky branch 
of King Ranch. Rejected was unplaced in his four 
starts as a 2-year-old. Last year he ran for $8,000 
in a claiming race at Tanforan, but by mid-summer 
he had improved enough to win the $100,000-added 
Westerner Stakes at Hollywood Park. He also won 
the Oakland Handicap at Golden Gate Fields. He 


had finished second in two of three starts at Santa 
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Rejected (No. 1) closed with a rush to take the Santa Anita Handicap from Im- 
bros (almost hidden along the rail), which led from start until the last few yards.

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THOROUGHBRED FARMS IN THE U. S.

Charles A. Asbury has been in the 
business of breeding Thoroughbreds for 
29 years. His interest in horses predates 
his business interest in them by several 
years. By the time he was a 4-year-old, he 
remembers, he was riding work mares on 
his father’s farm in Mason County, Ken- 
tucky (about 60 miles northeast of Lex- 
ington). (“I had to get them up beside a 
tall fence, or I couldn’t get on.”) 

When he was eight, Asbury began 
riding in horse shows, and two years later 
he could handle five-gaited horses. When 
Charles was nine, his father, the late C. T. 
Asbury, moved to Lexington. Charlie says 
his father was not interested in horses. 
“He wouldn’t give you a sheep for all the 
horses in Fayette County.” 

Asbury got into the Thoroughbred busi- 
ness in 1925, when he took five mares on 
shares with Howard Oots. He has had 
some horses every year since, but it was 
not until 1939, when he bought Hedge- 
wood Stud (as distinguished from his 
father’s Hedgewood Farm), that he began 
to expand his operation. 

Hedgewood Stud, the 1939 purchase, is 
about 100 acres, and houses most of the 
horses on the farm. However, Asbury also 
manages his mother’s farm, over 400 acres, 
and another 270 acres which he bought in 
1948. Altogether, his operations include 
almost 800 acres, 

Horses gradually have “taken over” 
Hedgewood. There now are five stallions 


and 65 broodmares on the farm. Twenty 
of the 65 mares are home-owned; the 
others are boarders. Many of the board- 
ing mares will be sent to home farms in 
other states after the breeding season. 

Hedgewood is owned by Asbury and 
Asbury. About three years ago, Tommy 
Asbury. Charlie’s 26-year-old son, was 
made a full partner. Young Asbury has 
learned his father’s lessons well. and he 
runs the farm when his father is out of 
town. 


HAY. Horsemen in central Kentucky 
regard Charlie Asbury as a “practical” 
horseman. He has been raising good horses 
for many years. using “mostly common 
sense.” However, there is one point on 
which Asbury disagrees with most breed- 
ers in the area. 

Hay is not a major crop in central Ken- 
tucky, although almost every farm in the 
area uses large amounts of it. Many Ken- 
tucky breeders say that hay is too expen- 
sive to grow—the price of land is too high, 
the weather too unpredictable. 

Asbury has been growing hay for 30 
years, and he is convinced (1) it saves 
him money, and (2) he gets better hay. 
Until this year almost all the hay fed to 
his horses has been home-grown. Last 
summer’s drought and the increased horse 
population has forced him to buy hay this 
winter. He now is reseeding (for the first 
time in seven years) one of his alfalfa 
pastures. 

Asbury grows 32 acres of alfalfa and

50 to 60 acres of red clover. He gets four 
cuttings of alfalfa a year, says that he has 
averaged “75 per cent good luck” with 
the weather. Even if the weather is un- 
favorable, the hay is not a total loss. 
Asbury keeps 100 feeder cattle and 300 
sheep on the farm, and they can eat the 
hay which is not good enough for the 
horses. 

Usually Asbury sows his alfalfa in 
April, although he has had good luck in 
July when rain was plentiful, He cuts the 
early growth in the fall, If all goes well, 
he usually has a good stand established 
by the next April, The year’s first cutting 
is “rather course.” and is used for the 
cattle. The second and third cuttings 
usually are the best, and, if the weather is 
good, all of this hay goes for the horses. 
The average yield is five tons per acre 
per year. 

. Asbury has tried inside and outside hay- 
curing. He now rakes it into windrows in 
the field, and hopes for dry weather. “It’s 
less trouble, and I think it produces just 
as good results,” he said. 


The clover yield. of course, is not as 
heavy as the alfalfa, since there are only 
one or two cuttings a year, Asbury aver- 
ages about two and a half tons per acre 
per year. Usually about one-half of the 
clover will come back the following year, 
and Asbury collects enough seed to take 
care of the reseeding. Usually there is a 
considerable surplus, which he sells. His 
clover seed contains so few impurities that 
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it is not necessary to clean it before using 
for seeding. 


HORSES. Hay raising is not an end in 
itself, of course. The Asburys grow the 
hay to feed to horses—and there are more 
to feed each year, 

The stallion barn at Hedgewood origin- 
ally was a two-stall affair, but it was 
expanded to four stalls several years ago. 
All stalls are occupied, and when a fifth 
stallion, Inyureye, arrived in the fall of 
1952, he had to be quartered in the year- 
ling barn. 

The occupants of the stallion barn are 
Brookfield, Carrier Pigeon, Greek Song. 
and *Rounders. Each of the two original 
stalls in the barn had doors opening into 
a paddock. Asbury has not used the “open 
door policy” since he added the two addi- 
tional stalls. 

The Asburys do not own a share in any 
of the stallions standing at Hedgewood. 
Brookfield and Inyureye are the property 
of Harry Isaacs’ Brookfield Farms, Greek 
Seng belongs to Brandywine Stable. 
*Rounders to Sanford Stud Farms, and 
Carrier Pigeon to C. V. Whitney. Brandy- 
wine and Sanford also are among the 
largest broodmare boarders. 

Among the Asburys’ own mares, Miss 
Merriment and Jamesville are bést known. 
A good stakes winner, Miss Merriment has 
had only five named foals. Three of them. 
Class Day. Stunts. and Boomdeay. are 
stakes winners. and the other two, Arm- 
istice Day and Brookhaven, have placed 
in stakes, 

Miss Merriment’s first four foals were

bred by Greentree Farm. Tommy was able 
to buy her because Greentree had difficulty 
getting foals from her (four in ten years). 
The Asburys also have had difficulties. 
Brookhaven is her only named foal which 
they have bred. However. Miss Merriment 
rewarded their patience on February 15 
when she foaled a Greek Song filly, which 
will be kept for racing and then will join 
the broodmare band at Hedgewood. 


Jamesville, now 20. has had twice as 
many named foals as Miss Merriment. By 
Pompey—Moonlit. by Friar Rock. she has 
produced the good stakes winner Hasteville 
(now in stud at George C. Clarke’s Bel- 
mont Plantation in Virginia). and the 
stakes-placed Swap Out. Gregalach. and 
Devie. “I've sold the foals out of that 
mare for about $100.000.” Asbury said. 
“and they’ve won over $300,000.” 


Other stakes producers include Perigee 
and Devie. A young mare for which the 
Asburys have great expectations is Pri- 
mina. a 5-year-old daughter of *Priam 
II. She is out of Mother India. dam of 
Goyamo. 


Their other mares are Smart Trick, by 
*Cohort: Fake. by Morvich: *Cypress 
Point Il. by Fairway: Narki. by Snark: 
Fake’s Gal. by Chance Shot: On_ the 
Double. by Sweep All: Soft Music. by 
Swing and Sway: Chantarelle. by *Osiris 
II: Northway Lady. by Stimulus: Last 
Salute. by Bold Venture: Smart Diver. by 
Devil Diver: Last Ray. by Chicaro; No 
Dessert. by Unbreakable: Alapomp, by 
Pompey: Imminent. by Bold Venture: 
and Camille. by *Cohort. 
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Two of the mares already have 1954 
foals. Perigee foaled a Brookfield colt on 
February 14, and a Fighting Fox—No 


‘Dessert filly arrived on February 26. 


Hedgewood yearlings are sold at the 
Keeneland summer and fall sales. This 
year the farm will offer six colts and five 
fillies. The colts are by Polynesian— 
Jamesville; Brookfield—Narki; Challedon 
—Fake’s Gal; Greek Song—Northway 
Gal; Greek Song—Last Ray; and Greek 
Song—Airy Going. The fillies are by Re- 
voked—Alapomp; Johns Joy—On_ the 
Double; Bolero—Chantarelle; Fighting 
Frank—Smart Diver; and Devil Diver— 
Camille. 

Since Jamesville and Miss Merriment 
both are older mares, the Asburys plan to 
race a few of their well bred fillies with 
the idea of keeping them as broodmares. 
This year they will be represented by two 
2-year-old fillies, one by Brookfield—Peri- 
gee, the other by Count Fleet—Jamesville. 


LABOR. Eight men work with the 
horses at Hedgewood. Five are assigned to 
the broodmares. one each to the stallions 
and yearlings. The other is a night watch- 
man, Five have worked at Hedgewood for 
more than 20 years, and another recently 
completed his 15th year, Only one man 
lives on the farm; the others commute 
from Lexington. Asbury provides an auto- 
mobile for the men to drive.to and from 
work. 

Asbury is his own “foaling man.” The 
night watchman calls him as soon as a 
mare shows signs of foaling. (Perhaps not 
by chance, the foaling barn is close to 
the house.) He always makes a prelimin- 
ary examination to determine if the mare 
is to have a normal birth, and he says 
this practice has saved several foals.

“It’s easier to get a leg straightened 
out. or get the foal turned to the normal 
position before the mare gets in heavy 
labor. If it appears that the mare is going 
to have trouble, and I can’t do anything 
for her. I call the veterinarian,” he said. 


FEEDING. Asbury begins to feed suck- 
lings when they are about two months 
old. “Of course.” he said, “that’s just an 
average. Each foal is different.” He begins 
with one quart of rolled oats, increases the 
ration gradually. By weaning time (usual- 
ly mid-September). they are eating from 
six to nine quarts. 


All the horses on the farm are fed a 
supplement—Omolene—except when the 
weather is hot and flies become a problem. 
Asbury believes that good eating means 
good horses. His yearlings usually are 
eating 12 quarts a day—sometimes as 
much as 14 if they are “good doers”—by 
sales time. He likes to spread the year- 
lings’ daily rations over three feedings— 
at 5 a. m., 11] a. m., and 4 p, m. 

The mares’ ration varies from 10 to 12 
quarts of rolled oats a day, plus corn, 
depending upon the individual. All the 
mares, in foal and barren, are stall-fed 
twice a day. He hopes this year to equip 
a pasture with water and a Madden shed 
so that the barren mares can stay in the

fields. Barren mares are fed wheat germ 
oil, beginning about the first of January. 
“We're not sure if it helps, but we know 
it doesn’t do any harm.” 


The stallions are fed Coblex. a high 
potency B-complex extract derived from a 
strain of yeast and herb ferment. Coblex 
is designed to improve fertility. All of the 
farm’s stallions got a high percentage of 
their mares in foal last year. Asbury isn’t 


convinced that the supplement was respon- 
sible. but the results seem encouraging. 


PASTURES, Like other central Ken. 
tucky farms. Hedgewood was hurt by last 
summer’s severe drought. The pastures 
are beginning to come back, but Asbury 
now is resowing several pastures with a 
mixture of blue grass, lespedeza, and tim. 
othy. He puts the seed into the soil with 
a drill. “If we get rain, we will be all 
right,” he commented. “Otherwise, it will 
be a total loss.” 


Asbury uses rotted manure as fertilizer, 
usually on tobacco fields, where it is 
turned under. He uses 10-10-10 commercial 
fertilizer on his pastures. Periodic tests 
are made to determine the soil’s needs. In 
the alfalfa fields, he usually needs extra 
doses of potash and phosphorus. 

Cattle and horses often graze the same 
fields at Hedgewood, especially if the 
grass gets longer than the horses like to 
eat. 

Asbury says he has had no trouble with 
parasites, He uses half-therapeutic doses 
of phenothiazine, and the usual carbon 
disulphide for white worms, The fecal 
counts he has made on foals usually re- 
veal low counts. 


WATER. Wells and springs provide the 
water at Hedgewood. Asbury has piped 
water into each of his large pastures, and

into some of the paddocks. There are two 
ponds, both used by the horses and cattle. 


BARNS. Hedgewood’s horse population 
has grown considerably in recent years. 
and Asbury has been busy building and 
converting barns. He now has five brood- 
mare barns, one ‘stallion barn, one year- 
ling barn, and one foaling barn. Several 
of these formerly were tobacco barns. 
“We've got more horses and less tobacco.” 
Asbury said. “The only sensible thing to 
do was to convert the tobacco barns, A 
lot cheaper. and just as effective, if the 
work is done well.” 

In these days of increasing specializa- 
tion in horse breeding, the number of 
small Thoroughbred breeders who have 
prospered because of their success in the 
business appears to be declining. However. 
Hedgewood Stud probably will be in 
business for a long time. “Common sense” 
and hard work still produce good results.

MiaMi 
*Turn-to won the rich Flamingo Stakes 
with authority, beating seven other 3-year- 
olds before an all-time record crowd of 
34,948 at Hialeah Park. The beautifully 
made Irish-bred reached the winning pole 
three and one-half lengths clear of Maine 
Chance Farm’s Black Metal. and did the 
mile and a furlong in a respectable 1:492,. 
Greentree’s Maharajah was third, a half- 
length back of the second horse, and a 
nose ahead of Woodvale Farm’s Goyamo. 


The disappointment in the Flamingo 
was Hasty Road. He didn’t have a thing. 
He had looked quite good in his two pre- 
vious races, though beaten both times in 
close finishes. first by Duc de Fer, next 
by Black Metal, and there had been a 
feeling the huge son of Roman might 
improve. The reverse was true, Running 
without bandages up front. Hasty Road. 
second choice to *Turn-to, broke seventh. 
stayed in that position for a half-mile, got 
to sixth, then fifth. and held that position 
at the wire. 

It is the opinion that Hasty Road’s race 
against Black Metal “knocked him out,” 
and that he’ll be all right later. He is too 
good a colt to put in as dull a race as he 
did in the Flamingo. Jockey Johnny 
Adams said he thought Hasty Road dis- 
liked the track. Oddly. Hasty Road has 
yet to have any luck racing along the 
Atlantic seaboard. He couldn’t win in 
New York last year, and here this winter 
he has missed in three races. 


*Turn-to outclassed the Flamingo field. 
He got a bit of unnecessary assistance 
from his “shadow.” Giant Cracker, and 
moved to the front in effortless fashion 
soon after leaving the backstretch. 


The Cain Hoy colt gave his backers a 
moment of apprehension when he drifted 
out just after leaving the furlong-pole. 
Jockey Hank Moreno, fearing *Turn-to 
might loaf after drawing away from the 
ethers, had reached down and hit him 
four times with his left hand. According 
to his owner. Harry F. Guggenheim. 
*Turn-to had not been whipped before. 
and the experience caused him to duck 
out, Luckily he was well clear of the 
others. There were a few suggestions that 
Goyamo might have been bothered slightly. 
Conn McCreary, however, said *Turn-to’s 
swerving had not impeded Goyamo. 

Maharajah. previously winner of the 
Everglades, along with Black Metal, took 
a whack or two at *Turn-to nearing the 
stretch, then tired. Goyamo moved from

seventh at the half-mile pole to second. 
about a length off the leader, then weak- 
ened. Of Goyamo, McCreary said: 

“He seems to be missing a little some- 
thing. I can’t figure what it is, but I do 
know what it was today—he missed 
$100.000.” 

Black Metal, ridden by Tony DeSpirito. 
who came over from Sunshine Park, ran 


a good race. He was in a precarious posi. 
tion behind Giant Cracker and on the 
inside of *Turn-to near the half-mile pole - 
He came on gamely rounding the tum 
and finished well to hold the others safe. 

Revolt, Remand, Chrysolite and Giant 
Crecker completed the field. Except for 
Giant Cracker, which made the early pace 
for his stablemate, they showed nothing, 

Guggenheim, who accepted the Fla. 
mingo trophy from John C. Clark, Hialeah 
president, and picked up a check for 
$96.400, picked *Turn-to out of the 
Keeneland summer sales in 1952. 

“I liked his breeding and I liked his 
conformation.” he said. “Everybody thinks 
he can pick yearlings that will make race 
horses—but nobody really can.”

FBI Breaks Up 
Extortion Attempt 


A 46-year-old former convict, Robert H. 
Lonsford, of Baltimore, was arrested in 
Miami February 27 on a charge of at- 
tempting to extort $6,000 from jockeys 
Ted Atkinson and Conn McCreary. He 
was held on $10,000 bond after arraign- 
ment before U. S. Commissioner Roger E. 
Davis. Lonsford indicated he would plead 
guilty. 


Lunsford was arrested by FBI agents 
as he left a telephone booth after tele- 
phoning McCreary’s home with instruc- 
tions on delivery of the $6.000. 


Lonsford had been writing and _ tele- 
phoning Atkinson and McCreary for sev- 
eral months. He first had demanded that 
the jockeys furnish him with “advance” 
winners, which they would reveal by sig- 
nals as they were leaving the paddock. 
Later, he changed his demands to cash 
payments “to protect your safety.” The 
jockeys reported the incidents to John L. 
Madala, Hialeah’s director of safety. Ma- 
dala reported the case to the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation. 

McCreary said letters to him contained 
threats “to shoot Ted and myself when 


we least expected it. In one letter he 
threatened to chop off my hands so I'd 
never be able to ride again.” 

Asked why he threatened the jockeys. 
Lonsford said, “I couldn’t get work and 
tried to make some easy money. I thought 
I could make it this way. But it was all a 
hoax. I didn’t intend to shoot anybody. I 
don’t even have a gun.” 

Lonsford had two sets of signals which 
the jockeys were to use to give him “in- 
side information.” The jockeys were to 
use bandages on their fingers to indicate 
the post position. The little finger on left 
hand was post position one, the next finger 
was position two, etc. If they were unable 
to use the bandage signals. they were to 
take off their caps and rub their heads the 
correct number of times. 

Atkinson and McCreary. working with 
the FBI in its attempt to apprehend Lons- 
ford, tried the head-rubbing signals sev- 
eral times at Hialeah Park.

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The Yarn About Moifaa 


by Harry Beaudouin 


Strange, | suppose, for two Navy guys 
to have been talking about horses on a 
steaming Pacific island, where the only 
quadrupeds in view were starving mongrel 
dogs and hulking caribao. For that mat- 
ter, so was the story told by my New 
Zealand friend, an R. N. Z, N. lieutenant 
off a corvette. 


I happened to think of it the other eve- 
ning while reading something in the paper 
about the Grand National coming up at 
Aintree. For some reason, I suddenly re- 
membered sitting on a rock one day at 
Tolosa Beach, on Leyte, waiting for the 
daily shower to arrive and cool things off 
a bit. 


The Seventh Fleet had established a 
headquarters on the edge of the jungle 
after the island was secured and had built 
a bamboo shack which served as a make- 
shift club for Allied officers whose ships 
were at anchor in the gulf, You could buy 
a drink of stateside liquor there for fifteen 
cents—served in a beer can—and because 
the line was so long, and the day so hoi. 
one usually bought two or three at a time 
and then went outside to find a tree to sit 
under. I sometimes think of this when 
paying a dollar fer an innocuous belt in 


the plushier pubs of New York. Still. I 
imagine that at the time. and under the 
circumstances, a dollar would have seemed 
cheap enough for a drink of Bigeloil and 
Seven-Up (a moderately popular beverage 
around the halfers. by the way). 

My ship had just come down from Lin- 
gayen Gulf, where it had helped out in 
the Luzon landing, and was swinging on 
the hook, awaiting orders. On this partic- 
ular day, I was sitting on a rock under a 
tree. alternately taking nourishment and 
tossing pebbles into the gulf while Sam 
Armstrong. whom I had met a day or two 
before. told me the damnedest horse story 
I'd ever heard. 


Sam. who before the war had been a 
newspaperman and part-time horseplayer 
in Auckland, got to talking about the 
famed Aintree steeplechase. which had 
been suspended for the duration, I hap- 
pened to mention Battleship. one of the 
American horses to win on the arduous 
Liverpool course. 

Sam said, “You're still one up on us, 
old man. We’ve won the blinking race only 
once, and that was a very long time ago— 
1904. to be exact.” 

“Who was the horse?” I asked. 
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Regarding me as one would a cretin, 
Sam said, “You mean you've actually never 
heard the story of Moifaa?” 

“Actually,” I confessed. 

“Good heavens,” said my Kiwi friend. 
“T thought everyone knew it. Just goes to 
show you how ignorant you ruddy Yanks 
really are. Well, I shall tell you about 
him, and believe me, this story has 
no embroidering for the simple reason 
none is necessary. 

“Moifaa was foaled in 1895 in the prov- 
ince of Hawke’s Bay. He was out of a 
mare by The Painter named Denbigh, 
which had won a number of hurdle and 
cross-country races and was owned by a 
man named Baird, who then lived in the 
province of Taranaki. Baird, who ~had 
given ten old cows, worth about £20, for 
Denbigh, later sold her to a chap named 
Effingham. and it was then that the mare 
was moved from the Taranaki-Wanganui 
coast to Hawke’s Bay—that is, from the 
west coast to the east.” 

“IT know which coast is which,” I said. 
“Get on with the damn story.” 

Ignoring the interruption, Sam con- 
tinued: “When Denbigh’s foal was a 2- 
year-old, Effingham sold him to his brother, 
Alfred. for £50. Alfred named the gelding 
Moifaa. schooled him to jump, and with 
him won the New Zealand Grand National 
Steeplechase. Wellington Steeplechase. 
Hawke’s Bay Steeplechase, Wanganui

Steeplechase, and the Great Northern 
Steeplechase—the five leading events in 
the dominion.” 


“Who was he by?” I asked. 


“Later, man, later.” Sam said. “That’s 
the fascinating thing.” 


He went on: “Moifaa was an unusually 
ugly animal, an over-muscled brute, but 
his power was incredible. You didn’t ride 
that horse—you were merely a passenger. 
He stood over 17 hands and had withers 
like a Brahma bull. But the most curious 
thing about him was his outlook on life. 
To him, it was all a challenge. He ran 
every race the hardest possible way. He'd 
deliberately swerve to jump the highest 
part of the fence. He had a mind of his 
own, if ever a horse did. 

“By 1903, when Moifaa was eight. it 
was obvious to everyone in New Zealand 
that here was an Aintree horse. Alfred 
Effingham then sold him for a handsome 
profit to Spencer Gollan. of Hawke’s Bay. 
who bought the horse with the specific in- 
tention of shipping him to England. Thous- 
ands lined the quay to see the crazy 
beast off. 

But a night or two out the freighter ran 
afoul of a terrible storm and took such 
a battering that she broke up and went 
down. No trace of her or the crew ever 
was found. Moifaa, of course, also was

assumed to have been lost. 

“Yet, some months later, Maori fisher- 
men who sailed the area reported hearing 
from a tiny, uninhabited island an eerie 
sound, carried on the night breeze. They 
said it sounded like the whinny of a horse. 
Now, New Zealand fisherfolk. like those 
anywhere, are great storytellers. and when 
someone seriously suggested that perhaps 
it was Moifaa. everyone scoffed, 

“Still. the reports persisted, and finally 
one captain reported that he had actually 
seen through his long glass a moving 
figure on the distant island which he was 
certain was a horse. Finally, a small group 
of curious souls, half-believing that their 
efforts would be fruitful. set sail for the 
island. When they got there, they found 
Moifaa.

“How this incredible animal battled his 
way through seas so heavy that they 
swamped a ship is not known to this day, 
Nor, for that matter, does anyone know 
how the horse even got topside when the 
ship encountered the storm.

sailed. Moifaa was in a box stall below 
decks. 


“Anyway. he was returned to New Zea. 
land and after a long rest was placed back 
in training. Early in 1904, he was taken 
to England—this time without incident— 
by Paddy Hickey, a former rider who 
trained for Gollan. And while Moifaa was 
generally admired for his fantastic ex. 
ploit. he was nevertheless considered a 
rank outsider as far as Aintree was con- 
cerned and was 20-1 at the post. 


“But he took those hedges as if they 
were schooling jumps. He was never in 
trouble and won drawing off. A strange 
and wondrous horse he was. Oh yes—in 
1905. Lord Marcus Beresford purchased 
Moifaa on behalf of Edward VII. but the 
horse later went sore and did nothing for 
the King. 

“Quite a tale, isn’t it?” Sam said. “As 
for the part about surviving the ship dis- 
aster by swimming through raging seas. 
you will discover something interesting if 
you look into Moifaa’s pedigree.” 

“What's that?” I asked. 

“He was sired.” Sam said, “by a horse 
named Natator.”

Reading your list of sires of winners for 
1953, I am at a loss to know how you 
arrived at the country of origin of the 
foreign stallions. It cannot be based on 
where a particular horse was bred, because 
Ireland claims only Whitehall and Fair. 
ford, whereas Dastur. Greek Star. Solfer- 
ino, Arctic Star. Solar Prince, Bright 
News. Starmond. etc. (all Irish-bred), 
are listed as English. 

If it is where the sire is at stud. why 
is it that approximately 50 per cent of the 
horses with (Eng.) are in fact standing 
in Ireland, to name but a few, Ballyogan, 
The Phoenix, Panorama, and His Slipper? 


An American reading this list would get 
a completely distorted picture, Not only 
has your scribe given England credit for 
most of the Irish horses. but for those 
from other countries as well. For example, 
Timanova has done all his covering in the 
Antipodes, and Montrose. who stood for 
years in Ireland. ended his days in South 
Africa. It also beats me how you gave 
Tehran a French tag. 


Whatever the criterion, I can see no 
justification for “Windsor Slipper (Eng.),” 
a horse who never even raced outside this 
country, 


Editor’s note. For this everlasting problem there 
appears no lasting solution, except to use a symbol 
which will include both England and Ireland. Since 
the official record, the General Stud Book, does 
not distinguish between the two countries, and 
since there is no complete unofficial reference, it 
is virtually impossible to avoid errors in assigning 
the location of stallions, as between Ireland and 
England. 

A more careful reading of the list would have 
discovered most of the errors, but not all. It would 
certainly have been enough to get Tehran out of 
France. 

In the future a symbol indicating a horse stands 
(or stood) in the area for which the General Stud 
Book constitutes the official record will be used 
instead of the abbreviations for England and Ire- 
land. It is assumed that Ireland has no intention 
of becoming a part of Great Britain.

OBITUARY 


Lucien A, Lyne 


A cablegram received February 24 by 
Mrs. Samuel D. MacPherson at her resi- 
dence in Lexington informed her that he1 
brother, the noted horseman Lucien A. 
Lyne, had died that morning at his resi- 
dence at Maisons-Laffitte in France. A few 
days earlier she had received a letter from 
him. Lyne had been ill for about a year. 

Lucien Lyne was born July 30, 1884. at 
Larchmont Farm, in Jessamine County, 
Kentucky. where his father, Sanford C. 
(Pops) Lyne. bred horses for many years. 
By the time he was ready to start going 
to school he had his first pony. and he 
was only 12 or 13 years old when he began

competitive riding on the county fair cir- 
cuit in Kentucky, tutored and watched 
over by Courtney Matthews, In 1892 he 
gained a bit of fame in his own county 
by winning the Nicholasville Derby with 
a filly named Start. 

Officially his first winner was J. O. 
Keene’s Phallas, at Little Rock, Ark.. 
March 28, 1900; the winner’s weight was 
93 pounds. The previous summer Lyne 
had suffered a broken leg when Approval. 
a horse he was exercising in New York 
for John E. Madden. fell with him. 

Apprenticed first to Charles Patterson. 
Lyne began riding regularly early in 1900. 
Two years later he was under contract to 
John A. Drake, for whom he rode Wyeth 
to victory in the American Derby. At a 
period when trainer Enoch Wishard had 
no mounts for him, he applied to Bob 
Smith, who put him on Articulate in nine

of the ten successive races Articulate won 
that year. Wishard took him to New York, 
where he won the Futurity with Savable. 

In 1903 Lyne went to England to ride 
for the James R. Keene stable, returning 
to the U. S. in September after winning 
46 races. He was engaged by A. J. Joyner 
for the Sydney Paget stable in 1904 and 
by John Rogers for the H. P. Whitney 
stable in the next two years. Burgomaster, 
one of the Whitney horses, he always con- 
sidered the best he ever rode. 

In September, 1906, moved by the death 
of jockey A. Frieshon in a racing accident 
at Gravesend, Lyne announced that he was 
quitting the saddle at once, but the next 
year he was back in England, riding for 
Lord Carnarvon. In 1908 he took the One 
Thousand Guineas with Rhodora, owned 
by Richard (Boss) Croker. Rhodora fell 
with him in the Oaks. Later he rode sev- 
eral years in Belgium. leading the riders 
there in 1909 and 1913. 

When war began in Europe in 1914, 
Lyne returned to the U. S., where he was 
too heavy to ride, but early in 1917, when 
Adolphe de Neuter became trainer for 
King Alphonso of Spain, de Neuter asked 
him to go to Spain as jockey for the royal 
stable, which had the nom de course of 
Duc de Toledo. Lyne continued in this 
assignment until 1930. and it has been 
reported that he had 361 victories from 
1.002 mounts—a most extraordinary per- 
centage. He won the principal Spanish 
classics on many occasions, some of them 
six times or more. 

Lyne was married to Mildred de Neuter, 
daughter of the noted trainer with whom 
he was long associated. They lived in 
France, and Lyne continued riding until 
the late 1930’s. At the end of 1936 his life- 
time record in the saddle was given as 
1.884 victories. 25 per cent of his 7,524 
mounts, In nearly forty years as a jockey 
he rode in the U. S.. England, Ireland. 
Spvain, France. Belgium, Germany. and 
Holland. and had one mount in Italy. 

He finally gave up the saddle and estab- 
lished training headquarters at Maisons- 
Laffitte. Paris. His success as a trainer 
never approached that of his best days as 
a jockey. but he won a wartime Prix de 
Diane (1942) with Vigilance. In 1944 he 
was held for a few weeks in a German 
concentration camp. His later years found 
him largely cut off from communication 
by an increasing degree of deafness, but 
he remained “a man infinitely friendly 
and a perfect gentleman.” as a Belgian 
writer once described him. 

Besides his wife and his sister, Mrs. 
MacPherson. Lyne is survived by two other 
sisters. Mrs. S. L. Yerkes and Mrs, Nancy 
Lyne Johnston. of Jessamine County. Ken- 
tucky. 


Peter D. Neeb 


Peter D. Neeb. who died recently at his 
home in Bloomfield, N. J.. was the 
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specialist upon whom many horsemen de- 
pended to handle the numerous and fre- 
quently vexatious details associated with 
the importation and exportation of Thor- 
oughbreds and other animals, 

Neeb’s entire experience was in the 
export and import trade, and in the latter 
years of his life he had confined his work 
mostly to the handling of animal ship- 
ments, especially horses, For six years he 
was vice president of the New York firm 
of M. Harrison and Company, in charge 
of shipments of animals. In March, 1950, 
he resigned this position with the inten- 
tion of retiring from business. but almost 
immediately became American represent- 
ative for the British Bloodstock Agency. 

Mrs. Neeb has announced that she has 
transferred the good will of her husband’s 
business to Stockheimer and Harder. cus- 
toms brokers, of New York City, a firm 
with which he was associated. The veteran 
Jack Hare, who has watched over Thor- 
oughbred shipments across the Atlantic 
for many years. will be in the service of 
the company. 


Philip Reilly 


After more than 65 years of close asso- 
ciation with racing. as groom. trainer. 
owner, official. manager. consultant. and 
philosopher, Phil Reilly died early last 
week at the home of his son in Minne- 
apolis. He represented the eleventh gener- 
ation of Philip Reillys, and his son and 
grandson bear the same name. 


Philip Reilly XI was born in St. Paul. 
Minn., in 1874, the son of a lumberman 
who was an owner of Standardbred race 
horses. When he was about 15 years old 
he took his first regular employment as a 
groom in the stable of Fred Foster. of St. 
Paul, at a salary of $30 a month plus 
room and board. He stayed with Foster for 
about fifteen years. racing mostly at Chi- 
cago and other centers in the Middle West. 
then became an owner and trainer. 


By the time he started out on his own. 
racing was becoming a poor source of 
livelihood in the United States, because of 
repressive legislation. After the sport was 
killed in Illinois he moved westward, and 
continued training until 1909, then for a 
period of about six years served as man- 
ager and racing secretary at Victoria and 
Vancouver, B. C.. and at Coeur d’Alene. 
Idaho, At these tracks he made several 
innovations in American racing, including 
the installation of mutuel betting in Van- 
couver and placing the pay-off board in 
the infield, facing the stands. 

For Reilly, however, the best thing about 
racing was the privilege of close ‘associa- 
tion with horses. He went back to training 
as soon as the opportunity was presented, 
and continued in that capacity as long as 
his health permitted and there were horses 
to train. 

“One time at Seattle.” he recalled at 
the age of 75, “I had six horses that could

In later years, when he was full of 
memories and wisdom, Phil Reilly fre- 
quently acted as consultant to others with 
less experience in the selection and hand- 
ling of racing stock. One of those who 
sought his advice and help was Clifford 
Mooers. who had been employed as a 
hot-walker in Reilly’s stable in California 
about 1908. When Mooers left off the pur- 
suit of gold and oil and other riches and 
became owner of a racing stable many

years later, he engaged Reilly to select and 
train his horses. Because of his age, he 
did not continue long in the role of train- 
er. but he kept a close personal interest 
in the rising affairs of “Tiny” Mooers as 
owner and breeder. 

For many years Reilly lived in Louis- 
ville. He had only recently gone to live 
with his son in Minneapolis.

The Illinois Thoroughbred Breeders As- 
sociation in recent months has enjoyed the 
distinction of having some of its members 
receive high political recognition and pre- 
ferment. Latest member to be so honored 
is Robert Tieken. appointed by President 
Eisenhower to be United States attorney 
for the Northern District of Illinois. one 
of the most populous and important Fed- 
eral districts in the country (it includes 
the city of Chicago). 

Tieken, 50, is a member of the law firm 
of Winston, Strawn and Shaw, and since 
1931 has been active in many civic. char- 
itable and political movements. In 1936 
he received from the Chicago Association 
of Commerce the merit award for out- 
standing contributions to Chicago by a 
man under 35 years of age. 

From 1942 to 1945, as a lieutenant com- 
mander. Tieken was logistics officer, com- 
mandant’s staff. 9th Naval District, com- 
prising 13 Middle Western states. Re- 
cently he has been a special assistant to 
the U. S. Attorney General. 

Tieken resides with his wife, the for- 
mer Dorothie Brentano (daughter of a 
former American ambassador), and four 
children at his farm, Starvation Hill, on 
Belvidere Road near Libertyville, Lake 
County, Illinois, At the farm he has sev- 
eral horses, including Thoroughbred year- 
lings by Count Domino and Parasang, a 
couple of older Thoroughbred hunters, 
Avier and Naughty Sed, and other horses. 

Since 1946 Tieken has been a director 
of the Town and Country Equestrian As- 
sociation, an organization formed to co- 
ordinate light horse activities, improve 
bridle trails, sponsor young riders. 

He was a founder and first president of 
the Midwest Horse Society, whose func- 
tions include the promotion of competi- 
tion under internationally accepted rules. 
In 1952 and 1953 he was regional repre- 
sentative of the U. S. Equestrian Team 
and became director in 1954. The purpose 
of this organization is to select and sup- 
port an amateur team to represent the 
United States in international competition, 
including the Olympics and Pan-American 
Games. 

For 13 consecutive years Tieken staged 
a children’s horse show at Starvation Hill. 
This developed into a three-day horse show 
at Oak Brook. His daughter, Robin, 14, 
won an event in 1952 with a purebred 
Arabian gelding, Fabulous, which she 
trained and rode. She and Fabulous placed 
second in 1953 in competition against
